Whether or not student action merits the strict discipline 
that is now prevalent in college corridors, we do not know. 
Nevertheless, we are sure that something MUST be done soon 
to give students more freedom of movement than they now 
enjoy. 

The library this year seems well able to take care of all 
students who really want to study under ideal conditions of 
peace and quiet. Miss Dillman should be commended on the 
atmosphere that pervades that placeybecause it is not an easy 
job to handle a library filled with collegians. 

Outside of this, where can students go? Room 235 seems 
the only logical answer. It would be as impossible it would 
be unfair to expect a collegian to spend every spare minute 
cramming away knowledge, although some might do it profit- 
ably. For social contact with one’s neighbors, room 235 is the 
only place that would not impose upon some teacher's good 
nature. The halls are absolutely taboo, as recent events have 
indicated. Certainly no one advocates leaving the building, 
for this would not only disgruntle the student, but would create 
a bad name for the school. Since the high school and college 
divisions are bound up in the same place, an outsider would 
conclude that students of the former institution were being 
allowed undue privileges. 

We therefore plead for tolerance in the attitude that 
governs the only place left, room 235. We are not saying that 
those in charge are unfair or unjust, but we do maintain that 
unless collegians are granted more privilege for reasonable 
conduct within its walls, something for the worse may happen. 


A PLEASING THOUGHT 


If a few of those pessimists who wearily shake their heads 
and declare the whole world selfish and bent for the bow-wows 
would only poke their cast iron faces through the doors of 
this school, they would receive one of the biggest setbacks of 
their worthless lives. 

Such a spirit as moves our already overburdened faculty 
to take up another responsibility in raising nearly one thousand 
dollars for needy students cannot be squeleched.
